is the best weather-wise - then add the beauty of 

the foliage, the slant of the sun and dry air. The 
extremes of summer and winter both have intensity - too 
hot and too cold - all of us are 
acutely aware of the climate dur- 
ing these seasons. But spring is 
so in-between. How to dress on 
any given day is guess work. And 
what about the mud - and the 
beginning of bugs? It’s too chilly 
for summer activities and too 
warm for winter sports, so what 
can you do outside?

Then I came across a story 
about some very small city back yards and balconies that 
had been turned into unusual and interesting tilled and tend- 
ed turf. I cut the pictures out and taped them to the porch 
wall, and set out to transform my dreary uncultivated patch 
into a secluded sanctuary. That spring I went berserk. Of 
course these things take time - plants and bushes don’t 
mature overnight but the groundwork was well underway.

refusing to wear their hearing aids at school for fear .of 
being bullied, or as a result of already being bullied by 
classmates. Students with hearing loss who are not wearing 
their hearing aids are at a greater risk of failing in school 
since they are not hearing what is being said by the teach- 
ers and their classmates. 

School officials can invite an audiologist to talk to the stu- 
dents about hearing aids and hearing loss. Hopefully, with 
a greater understanding of hearing loss and its implications, 
bullying will be minimized or eliminated. Some school sys- 
tems have an educational audiologist on staff. These indi- 
viduals are a great resource to the school community to 
teach other staff and students about hearing aids and 
cochlear implants. If an audiologist is not on staff, the

Hodgkin’s lymphoma in. the

mer of 2012, as previously 
reported in the Town Crier in 
the April 23, 2011 edition. The 
state evidently missed that 
date. 

In the past, the Department 
of Public Health (DPH) has 
looked at groundwater. 
However, the department 
itself admits to having made 
mistakes in their assess- 
ments, and the data needs to 
be peer-reviewed before it 
can come to the public, 
Newhouse explained. 

According to the DPH fact 
sheet on the study, "no specif- 
ic pathway of environmental 
exposure has been linked to 
childhood cancer in 
Wilmington," to date. 

According to the EPA, a 


variety of organic and inor- 
ganic materials have been 
found in surveys of the areas 
water. The main contami- 
nants included sodium, 
ammonia, chlorine, chromi- 
um, sulfate and chromium 
and N-nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA). The NDMA is par- 
ticularly worrisome as it has 
been shown to be a B2 car- 
cinogen, which means that it 
can be reasonably connected 
to cancer. 

While experts have identi- 
fied what is in the groundwa- 
ter, they have not determined 
that these substances are 
directly linked with childhood 
cancers in Wilmington.

Police Department 
taking back 
unused Rx drugs 


Empty that medicine cabinet, 


Saturday, April 27 


TEWKSBURY - On April 
27th from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
the Tewksbury Police 
Department and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
(DEA) will give the public 
another opportunity to pre- 
vent pill abuse and theft by 
ridding their homes of 
potentially dangerous 
expired, unused, and 
unwanted prescription 
drugs. Bring your medica- 
tions for disposal to Police 
Headquarters at 918 Main 
Street. The service is free 
and anonymous, no ques- 
‘tions asked. 

This initiative addresses a 
vital public safety and pub- 
lic health issue. Medicines 
that languish in home cabi- 
nets are highly susceptible 
to diversion, misuse, and 
abuse. Rates of prescription 
drug abuse in the U.S. are 
alarmingly high, as are the 
number of accidental poi- 
sonings and overdoses due 
to these drugs. Studies show 
that a majority of abused 
prescription drugs are 


obtained from family and 


friends, including from the 
home medicine cabinet. In 
addition, Americans are 
now advised that their usual 
methods for disposing of 
unused medicines—flushing 
them down the toilet or 
throwing them in the trash— 
both pose potential safety 
and health hazards. . 

Residents are instructed to 
remove the pills from the 
prescription bottles and seal 
them in a plastic “Ziploc” 


‘type bag before arriving at 


Police Headquarters. The 
police will not be supplying 
materials for the disposal of 
unwanted medications nor 
do they want residents to be 
packaging the meds in the 
lobby: The pills should be 
ready for immediate deposit 
into the kiosk upon arrival 
to the station lobby. No lig- 
uids or sharps will be 
allowed to be disposed. For 
more information on how or 
where to dispose of liquid 
medication or sharps, please

This 
iricludes pillow-top, orthope- 
dic and latex, memory-foam 
gel. Box springs . will, be 
included. 

The customer will select 
the. desired mattress, and 
then choose whether they 
want to have the mattress 
picked up or .delivered to 
their homes at a later date. 
Additional charges may. be 
applicable to the. chosen 
method, such. as delivery 
fees. 

Track coach Peter Molloy 
was drawn’ to the concept of 
a mattress sale because of 
the uniqueness of the idea. 
The sale is the brainchild of 
Ciistom Fundraising 
Solutions, a company based 
out of Westlake, Ohio. that 
sets up similar sales events 
across the country. Custom 
Fundraising Solutions’ web- 
sité boasts of plans. to 
expand to over 100 different 
locations by the year’s end. 
According to CFS’s website, 
the company is partnered 
with several different high- 
end manufacturers; who sup- 
ply,the needed mattresses as 
neéded. 

Molloy: was made aware of 
CFS by a fellow coach that 
had utilized the company for 
his’ own team’s financial 
heeds.

The fundraiser is not 
designed for a single specific 
goal.

McKelvey, a member of the 
Board of Selectmen at the 
time the parade got the axe, 
voted to keep the line item in 
the budget. He was out voted. 
Unfortunately, no group or 
organization came forward to 
save the parade. So, for 12 
years, Burlington residents 
had to go elsewhere. 

It was only thanks to a 
young eighth grade student, a 
relative of past Rotary presi- 
dent Ed Flanagan, that the 
parade even exists today. She 
wrote a letter to the Rotary 
that was passed on to the 
selectmen asking why 
Burlington didn't have a 
parade. 

The letter inspired the 
selectmen to approach the 
Breakfast Rotary Club and 


ask them to take it on. It has, 
with each year bigger than 
the last. This year may be the 
biggest of all. 


Picking up the slack 


For many years, Wakefield 
had the biggest parade in the 
state. Today, due to a lack of 
volunteers, Wakefield has no 
parade. Natick cancelled its 
parade, as well, due to lack of 
funding. It seems Burlington 
now has to pick up the slack. 

"This year has all the 
ingredients to be the best 
parade yet," McKelvey said. 

It might have to be, espe- 
cially if the hundreds who 
attended the Wakefield parade 
decided to drive north to 
Burlington. If the money is 
there, and that could be a big 
IF, the pieces are in place to 
meet parade goers’ expecta- 
tions.

If you saw the first film in 
this series, G.I. Joe: The 
Rise of Cobra, forget what 
you remember - it shouldn’t 
be to hard - because the film 
almost doesn’t matter. And 
that’s a good thing. 

G.I. Joe: Retaliation, is 
all about a fresh start, fea- 
turing new screenwriters, a 
new director, and a new cen- 
tral character. Most of the 
heroes from the original 
G.I. Joe are nowhere to be 
found in this film, and one 
of the major characters 
isn't in the film for long. 

_ New doesn't mean differ- 
ent, though, and G.I. Joe: 
Retaliation follows along its 
2009 predecessor's story line 
of an elite fighting force in 
major danger facing extinc- 
tion at the hands of sworn 
enemy Cobra.

Joes belong to Dwayne "The 


Rock" Johnson as 
Roadblock, Duke's _ best 
friend. 


The new character's 
name is unimportant 
because the muscular super 
soldier is just a variation of 
almost all of The Rock's 
roles: tough, but with a soft 
side for family and friends, 
quick with put-downs but 
no-nonsense in battle, 
bruised but never beaten. 

Roadblock must lead the 
remaining Joe team: Lady 
Jaye (Adrianne Palicki), 
Flint (D.J. Cotrona), Jinx 
(Elodie Yung), and Snake 
Eyes (Ray Park), the only 
returning hero from the 
first film. 

.Also absent is Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt ‘as the evil 
Cobra Commander. This 
time, Luke Bracey plays 
Cobra Commander, though 
the difference between the 
actors isn't apparent since 
the villainous mastermind 
now sports a full mask. 

Things aren't going well 
for the supreme leader; he 
was captured in the first 
film and is imprisoned deep 
underground in a special 
facility.

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Natural ways to ease 
arthritis pain 


A leading cause of disability in the United States and 
elsewhere, arthritis can be a debilitating disease. Pain.and 
stiffness are the leading symptoms, and millions of “suse 
seek relief from arthritis every year. 

Contrary to popular belief, arthritis is not a Gena of 
old age. The Arthritis Foundation says one in every five 
adults has arthritis, two-thirds of whom are under the:age 
of 65. In a 2008 Canadian Community Health Study, ‘15.3 
percent of Canadians aged 12 or older reported a diagnosis 
of arthritis. Even children can suffer from arthritis. — : 

A complex family of musculoskeletal disorders, arthritis 
consists of more than 100 different diseases that destroy 
joints, bones, muscles, cartilage, and other connective tis- 
sues. This can compromise physical movement and lead to 
pain. Arthritis may result from the wearing down of joints 
and connective tissue through repetitive movement or 
injury, but it also may be the result of an autoimmune'dis- 
ease. Rheumatoid arthritis, for example, is caused by the 
body's own immune system attacking the membranes 
around joints, particularly in the hands and feet. 

_ Treating a complex condition like arthritis is not always 
easy. Treatment of arthritis, which has no cure, typically 
involves reducing pain and improving mobility. While pain 
medications can be prescribed to treat arthritis, there are 
other more natural ways to handle arthritis as well. - 

* Eat foods that reduce inflammation. Arthritis causes 
inflammation in the joints and connective tissues, so it 
makes sense that reducing inflammation could ease symp- 
toms. A number of foods, including tart cherries, have been 
found to reduce inflammation. According to research from 
Oregon Health & Science University presented in 2012 at 
the American College of Sports Medicine Conference in 
San Francisco, tart cherries have the highest anti-inflam- 
matory content of any food. The antioxidant compounds - 
called anthocyanins - in tart cherries have been specifical- 
ly linked to high antioxidant capacity and reduced inflam- 
mation at levels comparable to some well-known pain med- 
ications. Spinach, walnuts, garlic, and broccoli also can 
reduce inflammation. 

* Use hot and cold treatments. The invert of 
Washington School of Medicine says hot and cold treat- 
ments can reduce swelling, relax muscles and relieve pain. 
Cold packs can numb sore areas and should be used when 
symptoms come on suddenly. Heat sources, in contrast, 
can help ease pain gradually and limber up tight joints and 
muscles. Always use a towel or barrier between a cold or 
hot pack and the skin to avoid injury. ~ 

* Exercise a few times per week. Although it may hurt 
to move around, frequent exercise can actually be benefi- 
cial in the long run. Low-impact exercises like walking, 
swimming and cycling three times a week can help to keep 
joint pain at bay. Always consult with a doctor before 
beginning an exercise regimen to find out if it is right for 
your condition. Once you get the green light, start: out 
gradually. :

Age-related macular degeneration 


Age-related macular degeneration, or AMD, is a disease 
that affects the part of the back of the eye called the mac- 
ula. This may cause the center part of a person's vision to 
become blurry or wavy. 

It also can cause a blind spot in the center of vision, 
according to Prevent Blindness America. More than two 
million Americans ‘ages 50 and over have AMD, a 25 per- 
cent increase from the previous decade, according to 
Prevent Blindness America. 

AMD is also one of the leading causes of blindness i in 
Canada. Although anyone can experience AMD, and. it's 
most prevalent in people ages 65 and older. Gender also 
plays a key role in a person's risk for AMD. According to 
the National Eye Institute, women have a higher risk for 
AMD, and it may be traced to a reduction in estrogen pro- 
duction after menopause. 

In a study titled, "Menopausal and Reproductive 
Factors and Risk of Age-Related Macular Degeneration" 
by Diane Feskanish of Brigham and Women's Hospital that 
was published in the April 2008 issue of Archives ‘of 
Ophthalmology, researchers found that women who used 
oral contraceptives before menopause and received hor- 
mone replacement therapy after menopause had the low- 
est risk for wet, or advanced, AMD. But these results came 
at a price. The same women who had lower incidences: of 
wet AMD saw increased incidences of early, or dry; AMD 
when taking hormones. Although more research néeds: to 
be done, estrogen seems to play some type of role in n the 
formation of AMD.
